TIPS FROM THE TOWN 


ed from the tree before planting. 
2) he tree roota should be kept moist 
at all times before planting. 
3) The tree will make a quicker start 
and better growth if the root is soaked 
for 24 hours in fresh water prior to 
planting. The easiest method to accom 
lish this is to resove the tree fron 
the bag and put it in a tub of water or 
aes top of the root bag and fill 
it with water, No fertilizers or food 
chemicals should be added to the water 
as they will harm the roots and cause 
the subsequent death of the tree. 
4) Dig a generous sized hole when 
planting. Roots cramped into a smal) 
hole will retard the tree's growth. 
5) If planting is in good loam soil, 
nothing needs to be added to the soil. 
If planting is in a very heavy clay, 


be mixed with moistened peat moss. 
peat moss will take up the moisture 
from the soil and the tree roots.) 


6) When planting the tree in the hole, 
set it so the crown is just below grounc| 
level. As the soil is shovelled around 
the roots, tramp it well so that it is 
quite firm. The reason for this is - 
loose soil will dry out rapidly. Firmly| 
tramped soil ensures there are no air 
pockets around the roots and also en- 
sures capillary action will take place 
to bring the moisture up from the eub- 
soil. Under no circumstances should 
fertilizer be added to il or 
placed near the roots, as it will burn 
‘the roots and the tree will die. 

7) (If the soil, where the tree is plan-| 
ted, has any tendency to be dry, after 
planting, @ garden hose should be left 
running slowly beside the tree to water 
it in well. 

8) At the same time the tree is planted 
1/3 of the top should be pruned back. 
This reduces the leaf area to be started 
by the roots and results in mich quicker 
Growth and also assures that the tree 
will make better growth during the grow-| 
ing Season, than if it had not been 
pruned. An exception to this is the 
Birch family, which cannot stand severe 
pruning and also, pruning back in Birch 
will usually eliminate the central lead-| 
er, which 19 so attractive in this 
species. In all varieties, other than 
Birch, the importance of pruning back 
1/3 of the top cannot be overemphasized. 
9) Pollowing Planting, care should be 
taken to ensure the tree never dries 
out. If the weather is hot and dry, a 
light sprinkling is insufficient to keep! 
the tree roots moist, ao during the hot 
weather, it is recommended that ‘sprink- 
ling be for « minimum of 4 hours dura- 
tion to ensure adequate eoiature pene-
